AUBURN, N. Y,, Oct. 11.—Leon Frans 


Czolgosz, assassin of President McKinley, 
is to be electrocuted on some day of the 
week beginning on the 28th of this month. 
There is not the slightest doubt that he 
will die on the morning of Monday, Oct. 
<8, the first day of the week set for his ex- 
ecution. ‘ 

This assassin will be put to death by the 
most humane, and the quickest method of 
capital punishment. 

Time was when the assassin of a ruler 
was dragged to pieces by four horses at- 
tached to his four limbs and driven in op- 
posite directions. In some of the oriental

ONE OF THE LEADERS SHOT 


REPORT SAYS HE WAS THE MUBR-

SOTIA, Oct. 11.—Three battalions of the 
Sixth Bulgarian Infantry Regiment 
marched through the country between Dub- 
nitza and Samokayv and searched the vil- 
lages of the Riloklosters district, in one 
of which it was reported the brigands had 
concealed Miss Stone. 

Col. Gaschoff, at the head of a searching 
party composed of 300 Bulgarian infantry 
and 500 dragoons, is scouring the ranges of 
Dospat and the Rhodopegelbirgen.

The condemned man will be led by guards 
into the death chamber in the Auburn peni- 
tentiary. Near the wall at one end of the 
room is an oak chair, constructed some- 
thing after the manner of an easy chair, 
with broad wooden arms. It rests upon a 
rubber matting, which insulates it com- 
pletely. Attached to the back of the chair 
is an adjustable board, against which 
Czolgosz will rest his back, and this board 
is equiped with a sliding rod to which is 
atached the “death mask,’’ a strap which 
can be fastened around the head at the 
forehead. On the inner side of this strap 
ate two small sponges, which press upon 
the temples and which are connected by 
wires with the rod in the back of the chair. 
This rod carries the electricity, conducted 
to it by heavy wires from the wall. There 
are straps fastened to the back of the chair 
to pas around the upper arms of the con-

THE BRAKE FAILED TO WORK 


MOTORMAN JOHN GRIMM S5E- 
VERELY.INJURED. 


Conductor Mognurs and Nine Passen- 
gers, Women, Escaped Injury 
in the Accident at Broad- 
way and Tesson. 


Twin railway evils, the deadly grade 
crossing and the car brake that fails to 
work at critical moments, caused one man 
to be severely injured and imperiled the 
lives of a half score of others at Broadway 
and ‘Tesson street, at 7:15 o’clock Friday 
morning. 

Street car 1745 of the Broadway division 
of the Transit Co., running north at the 
rate of 20 miles an hour down grade with a 


defective brake, crashed through the cross- 
ing gate at that point and dashed into 


the inbound Tron Mountain ‘‘Cannon.Ball’’ 
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train, which was proceeding westward at} 
the rate of 15 miles an hour. 

The street car was wrecked and Joh, 
Grimm, the motorman, tossed to one side, 
bleeding and unconscious. The elght pas- 
sengers in the car, all of whom were wom- 
en, and the conductor, Edward H. Magnus, 
saw their danger in time to leap from the 
car and miraculously escaped injury. 

The crossing at which the accident hap- 
pened is at the bottom of a hill that runs 
from Davis to Tesson street. There is a 
woden gate on either side of the track. 
The crossing is at right angles with the 
street and is not close to any curve. 

Motorman Grimm apparently did not see 
that the gates were down until he left 
the bee | of the hill and when he applied his 
orgie t was broken and fatied to work 
. Daugherty of 8716 South Broadway, 
vaaal that the motorman was apparent. un- 
aware of the approach of the train and 
ran cut to shout a warning. But the car 
approached at a terrific speed and both 


the car and the engine of the train reache.l 
the crossing at the same time. 


The Brake 

Was Defective. 

Motorman Grimm could not get out of 
the front end of his car because he was en- 
closed by the gates. He reversed his cur- 
rent when he “saw that the brake would 
not work and sent the wheels spinning 
backward. But the distance was too short. 
The heavy motor car smashed through the 
slender barrier and struck the engine. 
The impaet of the diversely moving ma- 
chines caused the entire front of the car to 
be torn away and threw the remainder 
sideways against the mail cars following. 
Grimm was tossed through the air and 
fe!l beside the track. 

The train was stopped within its length 
and the crew and passengers hastened to 
the relief of Grimm, who wa staken to the 
Starkloff, 7619 South Broad- 
way, where his injuries were dressed. 
Grimm’s escape from instant death was 
remarkable. He was probably injured in- 
ternally and badly bruised, but no bones 
were broken. 

Grimm told the Post-Dispatch how ‘the 
accident occurred. 

‘When I reached Davis street and was 
starting down the hill toward Tesson 1 
saw that the gute across the [ron Moun- 
tain track was Gown. Then I saw the train 
approaching. I had plenty of time anda 
distance in which to stop the car. I Start- 
ed to wind up the brake chain, but it 
would not work. It was broken.’ 

The women passengers left the scene of the 
accident hurriedly, presumably for their 
The police, who arrived shortly 
after the occurrence, could learn the names 
of none of them.

THE MAN AND HIS TASK. 
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Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Oct, 11.—Santos-Dumout is a Bra- 
gillian, born jn 1872, and weighs but 109 
pounds. Iie made his first balloon ascension 
in 1807, and was one of the first experts to 
abandon spherical for cylindrical balloons. 

The prize of 100,000f. ($20,000), which M, 
Santos-Dumount is trying to win, is offered 
by M. Henri Deutsch, a French aeronaut, 
for a manageable balloon which can fiy 
from Suresnes around kiffel Tower 
and back in half an hour. 

In a former trial Santos-Dumont rounded 
the tower in Y minutes and 34 seconds, 
but his balloon collapsed before the journey 
Was conipieted, the acronaut narrowly es- 
caping death. 
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PARIS, Oct. 11.—Santcs-Dumont, the Bra- 
zilian aeronaut, made another attempt to- 
day to win the Deutsch prize; but, owing to 
an accident to the rudder of his flying ma- 
chine,» he was obliged to return to the 
starting place after going 50 yards. 

In his preliminary trial yesterday the 
balloon seemed to be under perfect con- 
trol, and it seemed apparent that the Bra- 
zilian had solved the problem of aeronaut- 
ies. ; 

M. Santos-Dumont, having completed the 
repairs to his balloon, the Santos-Dumont 
V1, in spite of unfavorable predictions 
based on a sudden rise of the barometer, 
decided yesterday to start against the wind 
and maneuver around Longchamp trace

When tea was over M. Santos-Dumont 
returned in his aerial carriage to ‘.ong- 
champ, and crossing the Seine at a height 
of about 66 feet, slightly overshot the 
Pare d'Aerostation. With a sudden ttrn 
he came back to his goal, and passing with 
considerable speed over the telegraph wire 
which runs along the western side of the 
park, stopped in a few minutes between 
the two sheds.

OUR SHORES FREE TO CABLES 


Any Company Can Land Its Ocean 
Wires, Says the Attorney- 
General. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Attorney, Knox 
made a4 verbal report to the President and 
cabinet today regarding the result of his 
investigations into the Pacific cable ques- 
tion. His conclusion was ‘that under the 


law of 1366 any domestic company could 
land any cable on the shores of the United 
States or of its possessions.

BISHOP POTTER ON LABOR 


Question Will Not Be Settled Until 
Employer and Employe Become 
Brothers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—Bishop Potter 
of New York was the principal speaker at 
a meeting of the Church Association for 
the advancement of labor, held at the Al- 
hambra Theater last night. Bishop Potter 
Said in part: 

. “We will never solve the question of labor 
wntil the organizing minds, the guiding 
hands and employing managers are identi- 
fied- with the unions with which the em- 
Ployes are identified. There should be a 
mutual understanding between employers 


* "and their help, and both should be animated 


by a cogamon tie of brotherhood and feal- 
ty.’ 

Bishop Potter spoke of the operations of 
the board of mediation of conciliation of 
wew York, of which he is president. He 
Said the board came into being without au- 
thority, and added that that was the rea- 
g80n probably why he was chosen as its 
president. The board was in existence some 
10 years, and -had settled a number: of mo- 
Menious labor disturbances, 

“The operations of the board were con- 
ducted on. the principe that nothing tangi- 
ble could be accomplished if the question of 
Social contact was-ig~ed.’’ 

In conelusion he said: 

“The laborer and employer must be 
brought closer together. You may legislate 
as you please, impove taxa ion as you please, 
or by any other process readjust the con- 
filicting. elements of modern society, but if 
you have not your heart in the work you 
will fail utterly. The solution of the labor 
= consists in the awakening in the 

earts of the employer of deep concern for 
the welfare of those who are in his employ. 
Their ideas and hopes should not be anta- 
gonistic. They should mingle together and 
obserye the laws of social contact. Their 
aims being identical, their methods should 
be harmonious if those aims are to be sub- 
served.”

of Czolgosz will form part of a circuit from 
the wires at his head to thost at his legs, 
and any current entering the upper wires 
must pass from the electrodes at his fore- 
head through his body to the electrodes at- 
tached to his legs and thus-back to the dy=-- 
namo, 


Turning on the 
Deadly Current. 

The execution itself, these details being 
Attended to, is exceedingly simple. Upon 
the wall of the death chamber is a large 
switch board and a number of gauges 
which register the number of volts of cur- 
rent passing over the wires. One of the 
officials selected for the purpose, either the 
sheriff or some other officer legally charged 
with the execution, pulls down a handle on 
a switch, which completes the circuit, and 
in a fiftieth of a second about 2200 volts of 
the deadly electricity leaps through the 
body of the murderer and passes on 
through the wires,..In that fraction of time 
it is all over. He is dead as certainly as 
though a guillotine had descended upon his 
neck. The current is usually allowed to re- 
main at that intensity for about ten sec- 
onds, when it is reduced to 1800 volts; After

The chances 
are that by the time the day of the exe- 
cution arrives he will have to be dragged 
or carried to the chair. His collapse oc- 
curred on his arrival at Auburn peniten- 
tiary at 3 o’clock on the morning after his 
sentence was pronounced in Buffalo. Up 
to that time he had carried himself mar- 
velously well. He stood the trying test in 
the courtroom and even the imposition of 
sentence without a visible weakening and 
marched back to his cell almost as jaunt- 
ily as thoygh he had been acquitted. 

But the people of Auburn had heard that 
he was to arrive that morning, and a mob 
of about 300 had assembled at the station.

At a hanging when a’ prisoner faints or 
struggles there is always a painful scene, 
as it is necessary‘to have him on his feet 
in order to place the noose around his neck. 


With the electrocution chair this trouble is 
obviated, The: most . weak-kneed 
trembling of conderaned men can be placed 
in the ehair and bound in the usual way 
without the slightest muscular aid on their 
own part.

SAMPSON’S CHIEF OF STAFF 


GOVERNMENT’S SIDE NOT NEAR

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—One of the chief 
witnesses to be heard before the Schley 
court is Capt. Chadwick, commander of the 
New York, and Admiral Sampson's chief of 
‘staff in the Santiago campaign. 

Capt. Chadwick is reckoned one of 
Schiey’s most uncompromising foes. 


After the witnesses of yesterday had 
been recalled for the purpose of correcting 
their testimony, Lieut. J. H. Holden was 
‘reintroduced to continue his examination. 
Other witnesses called for the day besides 
Capt. Chadwick are Lieutenant-Commander 
C. C. Marsh and Lieut. E. L. Bennett, both 
of whom served on the flagship New York; 
Lieut. Adelbert Althouse of the Massachu- 
setts, Lieut. Francis Boughter of the Mar- 
blehead and Lieut. William H. Reynolds, 
who was signal officer on board the Texas.

DR. LOVE ON GRANDMOTHERS 


He Favors Their Abolishment and Ad- 
vocates the Theory of Fewer 
and Better Children. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—Dr. I. N. Love, 
formerly of St. Louis, now a professor at 
the Post Graduate Hospital, lectured yes- 
terday before the Society for the Study of 
Life. His talk was radical and caused a 
sensation among the ladies of the society. 

He criticised men and women of the 


leisure class and laid the largest measure 
of responsibility for the vices of the com- 
munity at their door. Over-indulgence from 
childhood up he held as the root of all 
evil, and contended that the lesson of self- 
restraint in the hame would do more than 
all reforms. 
“IT look upon society as a whole,”’ he be- 
gan, “as a whited sepulcher. First of all, 
take intemperance, In the business world 
they have largely solved this problem. Men 
are drinking less. The same thing applies 
to cigarette smoking. It is the so-called 
best people who are drinking, and among 
the women it obtains more and more. 

“T believe,” he said, “in having fewer 
children and better ones.”’

The 
education of a child should commense from 
the day jt is born. More babies are killed 
from overattention and excessive coddling 
than any other way. God help the baby 
that has a grandmother!”’

DYNAMITE UNDER A CHURCH! 


Man for Whose Destruction It Was In- 
tended Found It While Clean- 
ing Furnace Pipe. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BEARDSTOWN, IIL, Oct. 11.—While 
cleaning the furnace pipes at the Hickory 
Church, nine miles from this city, in Sang- 
amon Valley, two one pound ssticks of 
dynamite were found resting beneath one 
of the pipes. The discovery was made by 
David Carr, a wealthy member of the 
church, and the janitor. After summoning 
witnesses they removed the explosive to 
a place of safety. It lay directly beneath 
the pew usually occupied by Mr. Carr and 
his family, and was connected with the 
outside by a 26-foot fuse. 

During the summer an attempt was made 
to burn Carr’s big barn and threshing out- 
fit which stood near, oil being scattered 
freely over them. The blaze was put out 
without much damage, and the next morn- 
ing bloodhounds tracked a young farm hand 
residing near to his home. He was arrest- 
ed and bound over to appear at the term 
of circuit court which is now in session. 
His trial will begin next week and it is 
intimated that the attempt to blow up Carr 
was the result of a plot to get him out 
of the way, so that he could not appear 
against the sages | fellow. The amount of 
dynamite was sufficient to have blown the 
entire church to pileces and the citizens of 
the valley will probably deal roughly with 
the — who put it there when proof 
positive is produced.

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THE NO-PASS RULE. 


If the reported determination of the Trunk Line Association to 
abolish passes on Jan. 1 is carried into effect without discrimina- 
tion, that is, if all passes are abolished, the action of the great 
railroads will be generally approved. 

But will all passes be abolished? Will the power to issue passes 
be taken away from the railroad lobbyists? Will the man who 
can serve the railroads in politics and : 
man who is not so useful? Will ss ‘pull’ be powerless to com- 
mand a pass? 

In the past the restrictiong on the issue of passes have been 
enforced with an eye single to the promotion of railroad interests. 

The impartial enforcement of the non-pass rule would be a great 
reform—good for the railroad shareholders and for the people 
@enerally, who bear the burden of the free pass and suffer its 
ill effects upon politics and legislation. A discriminating enforce- 
ment of the rule would be worse than none, 
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- There has been a large increase of real estate sales in St. Louis 
in October.

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DESTRUCTION OF SHADE TREES. 


Commenting on a recent editorial in the Post-Dispatch, on 
the desirability of planting and caring for shade trees as a means 
of beautifying the city, a correspondent makes some timely re- 
marks, in the letter published Wednesday. He asks what is the 
use of planting and caring for shade trees, if the city permits 
corporations to kill or disfigure them by the erection of poles 
and wires. He points out that these corporations too often put 
up their poles with an utter disregard for the rights of the citi- 
gen in the shade trees for which he has spent money and labor. 
Holes are dug close to the trees, roots are cut away and limbs 
®acrificed. Afterwards, the electric current slowly but surely 
completes the work of destruction. 

The point is well taken. We have set about the work of beau- 
tifying the city, in preparation for the World’s Fair. No cheaper 
_or better way can be found than the planting of plenty of shade 
trees. It is admitted that they beautify a city as nothing else 
can and public-spirited citizens are anxious to plant shade trees, 
if they can be assured that their efforts will not be nullified by 
others. ' 

.No more permits for the erection of poles on residence streets 
should be granted. The conduit district should be enlarged. And 
beyond this, all poles needed should be set up in the alleys. If 
We are to have a beautiful city, embowered in shade trees, the 
city must ,co-operate with the citizen.

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GROWTH OF STREET RAILWAYS. 


The American Street Railway Association held its twentieth 
@nnual convention in New York this week. Twenty years ago 
this industry was in its infancy. For ten years it continued to 
be a puny infant. Dependent on the horse, mule and cable, it con- 
tained, no promise of the wonderful growth of the past ten years. 

Tn 1880, the United States only had 2050 miles of street rail- 
_ Way. By 18090 this had grown to 8123, but the trolley system was 
still in its experimental stage. Being found economic ahd prac- 
‘tieable, a tremendous impulse was given to street railway build- 
ing. By 1897 the mileage had increased to 15,719, and in 1899 it had 
‘Jumped to 17,728, a gain in two years almost equal to the total 
: mileage of 1880. 

- And now, with the cextainty that horse power will be totally 
_@isplaced and cables used only on very steep declivities, the 
_ @lectric car is becoming the people's coach, not only in cities, but 
_ @il over the country. It is not too much to predict that during the 
mext two decades nearly all the principal cities of the country 
will be connected by networks of electric railways. City and 
country will be married, and the slum problem will be a curious 
~ historic fact for our children to wonder at.

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MOST UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRATION. 


The annual report, of the Commissioner of Immigration at New 
York shows a continued increase in the influx of population from 
southern Europe and Slavic countries. 

There were 388,931 steerage aliens, who arrived during the year 
ending June 30, 1901. Of these 111,325 came from southern Italy, 
87,636 from Poland and 20,360 from northern Italy. In all there 
were 250,000 persons of undesirable character, leaving only some 
140,000 to be credited to the more wholesome human breeding places 
of Europe. 

The Greek immigration shows an increase of 50 per cent, Ar- 
menian and Syrian about the same, Croatian and Dalmatian 
30 per cent. Southern Italy alone sends 30,000 more than in 1900. 

The worst of it is illiteracy is incréasing along with the decline 
of race character. ‘‘The conclusion,” says the report, “is unavoid- 
able that our immigration is constantly increasing in illiteracy. 
Not only are we drawing more and more from the countries where 
illiteracy is higher, but also the immigrants themselves are show- 
ing higher percentages of illiteracy. Nearly one-half of our 
steerage immigration now presents an illiteracy from 40 to over 
50 per cent.”’ 

That is to say, we are getting not only the bad, but the worst 
of the bad. 

It suggests an Interesting question: Why have we ceased to at- 
tract the best while drawing the worst? | 
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A traveler in describing the autumn excursion trains. to St. 
Louis says he was literally pounded to death before reaching 
here. He was never before so mashed and pummeled and sat 
upon and raised up. If this happens in the autumn of 191, how 
many trains will it take to get the World’s Fair millions into 
St. Louis in 1903? It will certainly be ‘‘up to”’ the railroads then. 
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The finding of a number of unpaid bills among the ruins of 
Babylon is an evidence that man has not evoluted much from the 
procrastination that characterized the ancients in their money 
matters. Doubtless the man who borrows small sums and never 
returns them was as frequent among the Babylonians as he is 


today. 
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Answers to messages sent to Mewspaper editors of all shades 
of political opinion show a general approval of President Roose- 
velt’s announced policy of government supervision of trusts. It 
looks as if, the new President is to be well supported in his re- 
formatory measures. 
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Gov. Rogers Is determined that the great new State of Wash- 
ington shall be well represented at the World’s Fair of 1903. The 
absence of a state bearing the name of the Father of His Coun- 
try would be absurd in an Exposition so much concerning the 


whole republic. 
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There are two great political parties of the United States, one 
or the other of which is always in power, yet neither has tried 
to pulverize the lobby. We can never have clean legtslation 
while the lobby is im charge of our legislative bodies. 
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Mr. Adolphus Busch has been doing excellent work in pve 
many in making known the great Exposition of 1903. The United 
States will know all about it. Our greatest advertising work 
for the present is in Europe. 
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The presidential tragedy will be a shadow on President Roose- 
velt’s Thanksgiving proclamation, but it will not conceal the 
many blessings for which the people of the United States will 
express their gratitude. 
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Director-General Buchanan says that the Pan-American Ex- 
position has made Buffalo business brisk and benefited the city 
far beyond the cost. No business depression is expected at the 
close.
